ace, as a social construct, is a group of people who share similar and distinct 
R physical characteristics. First used to refer to speakers of a common language and 
then to denote national affiliations, by the 17th century race began to refer to 
physical (i.e., phenol-typical) traits. The term was often used in a general biological 
taxonomic sense, starting from the 19th century, to denote genetically differentiated human 
populations defined by phenotype. 

Social conceptions and groupings of races vary over time, involving folk taxonomies that 
define essential types of individuals based on perceived traits. Scientists consider biological 
essentialism obsolete, and generally discourage racial explanations for collective 
differentiation in both physical and behavioral traits. 
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Even though there is a broad scientific agreement that essentialist and typological 
conceptualizations of race are untenable, scientists around the world continue to 
conceptualize race in widely differing ways, some of which have essentialist implications. 
While some researchers sometimes use the concept of race to make distinctions among 
fuzzy sets of traits, others in the scientific community suggest that the idea of race often is 
used in a naive or simplistic way, and argue that, among humans, race has no taxonomic 
significance by pointing out that all living humans belong to the same species, Homo 
sapiens, and subspecies, Homo sapiens. Other researchers contend that changes in the ways 
in which genetics is being practiced and promoted, as well as the “confusion of analytical 
domains in making assertions about race” are undermining the validity of the position that 
race is a social construct. 



Since the second half of the 20th century, the associations of race with the ideologies and 
theories that grew out of the work of 19th-century anthropologists and physiologists have 
led to the use of the word race itself becoming problematic. Although still used in general 
contexts, race has often been replaced by other words which are less ambiguous and 
emotionally charged, such as populations, people, ethnic groups, or communities, 
depending on context.

Coming to the spiritual life, this was very important thing to have the self-control to keep 
the health well and also the good testimony. Many were destroyed due to the lack of self- 
control on the things which were destroying the lives of the God’s children and the 
servants. Many were destroyed with women, wine and the wealth. These three things were 
very dangerous to destroy the God’s children and the servants, unless someone have the 
self-control with the power of the Living God. 



Coming to my life and ministry, I have faced many things like this in my life. In every 
situation God was with me and protected me not to fall in any of these temptations.

Keeping my eye on the Imperishable prize and blessings where I live with the Lord and 
savior forever and ever. 
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I do not box as one beating the air; Many people do this kind of work. They do things 
for nothing. Coming to the race, this kind of people can achieve nothing out of their efforts. 
Same things are happening in the ministry also. Some God servants do not know what they 
are doing. I know one pastor who was pastoring to a large church in our city. He was the 
co-student to me in the theological collage, where I did my theological degrees. With that 
friendship, I invited him to the breakfast in a hotel. When the breakfast was over, he 
questioned me, why you have invited me for this. We had some free talk and I asked him 
about his call to the ministry. He simply told me, he was job fewer people in the youth 
stage, one of his uncle’s advised him to go to the theological college to enter into the 
ministry. As he got no job he did that. He was appreciated in the theological college for his 
sermons. Then he thought that was the good thing for his survival. Then the largest church 
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invited him as he was the good speaker. He was paid good salary and did good job to that 
large church. For the result of that, His eldest son addicted for the drugs and died at teen 
age. After some months that pastor also died. That entire family became helpless and faced 
the difficulty to survive as the largest church kept them out from the church personage. 


What this pastor did in his life? He was beating to the air for nothing which destroyed his 
entire family. We should have the meaning full race to win the prize for His glory. 



I discipline my body: Most of the people were failing here. For the person in the race, 
this was very important thing to keep up the body in fitness. Most of the people do not keep 
control in the food matters. During my visits around the globe, I use to tell like this to the 
people “Eat what you want, do not eat what you have” some people when they saw the 
good and tasty food, they eat like horse. That leads them to develop the Cholesterols and 
make the body heavy, so they became themselves useless for the races. 
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Coming to the God servants and children, this was the important point. Once I was 
happened to go for the large crusade for preaching.

From the 
beginning I have control on the food. When I am eating less than him in every meal, he told 
me in the last meal, I will never come to the meetings when you are there as the co -speaker. 
Why because the people were observing that I am the good eater like horse. What was the 
result for this kind of things? The speaker admitted in the hospital in during the course due 
to no control on the food. 

Food control is one thing and also body needs the exercise every day. We need to take care 
about the body, as it was the temple of God. Some people send the smoke and alcohol in the 
body. Some give the body for the lusty things where they destroy the body. We need to keep 
control on body for all these kind of things. 

Coming to my life and ministry, in this age of sixty three, I have never seen the doctor for 
any sickness. God gave the good health till today. I believe that was possible only with the 
discipline. 
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After preaching to others I myself should not be disqualified: This kind of things 
happened in many God servants and the children’s life due to lack of the spiritual 
discipline. We can see this kind of people in the Bible history also. I know one great servant 
of God, he was head of the large missionary organization, and also great speaker for the 
large crusades and even in radio, at age of sixty plus, he fall in the lust, had an affair with 
the co-lady missionary and caught red-handedly and lost the personal testimony and open 
the doors for the non-Christians to blame the Christianity. Finally he died. This can be 
possible for any God’s servant and the children. One must have the fear of God to 
themselves away from the world and it's glitters, for this lot of spiritual exercise is require. 
One must have the fear of God and prayer life with word of God. That makes someone to 
stand for the Living God. Temptations will be there around every person. With the help of 
God only we can win the temptations and live for the living God.

If you go through the scriptures, God 
disqualified some people who did the great ministry.

“My master sent me to say, ‘Two 
young men from the company of the prophets have just come to me from the hill country of 
Ephraim. Please give them a talent[d] of silver and two sets of clothing.’” “By all means, 
take two talents,” said Naaman. He urged Gehazi to accept them, and then tied up the two 
talents of silver in two bags, with two sets of clothing. He gave them to two of his servants, 
and they carried them ahead of Gehazi. When Gehazi came to the hill, he took the things 
from the servants and put them away in the house. He sent the men away and they left. 
When he went in and stood before his master, Elisha asked him, “Where have you been, 
Gehazi?” “Your servant didn’t go anywhere,” Gehazi answered. But Elisha said to him, 
“Was not my spirit with you when the man got down from his chariot to meet you? Is this 
the time to take money or to accept clothes or olive groves and vineyards, or flocks and 
herds, or male and female slaves?

As the matter of fact servants of 
the God were called to face the troubles. We can see that in the life of St. Paul. 
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Saul’s Conversion and God’s declaration towards him: Ananias answered, “I have heard 


many reports about this man and all the harm he has done to your holy people in 
Jerusalem. And he has come here with authority from the chief priests to arrest all who 
call on your name.” But the Lord said to Ananias, “Go! This man is my chosen instrument 
to proclaim my name to the Gentiles and their kings and to the people of Israel. I will show 
him how much he must suffer for my name - Acts 9:13 - 16 


n the ministry there will be hindrances. Every hindrance will be overcome through help 
l the living God. Coming to my life and ministry, we face hindrance in the ministry 
many times. In the ministry, every day is a new day. Every one of us loves to have run in 
the ministry without hindrance, but we face that all times. In very situation of hindrance, 
the one only method is to depend upon the living God. That makes you to go through 
hindrances successfully to stand for the living God. That’s what, I have experienced in my 
life and ministry. 




Run without disqualification 


Do you not know that in a race all the runners run, but only one receives the prize? So run 
that you may obtain it. Every athlete exercises self-control in all things. They do it to 
receive a perishable wreath, but we an imperishable. So I do not run aimlessly; I do not box 
as one beating the air. But I discipline my body and keep it under control, lest after 
preaching to others I myself should be disqualified - 1 Corinthians 9:24 - 27 

No temptation has overtaken you except what is common to mankind. And God is faithful; 
he will not let you be tempted beyond what you can bear. But when you are tempted, he 
will also provide a way out so that you can endure it - 1 Corinthians 10:13 
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ometimes the runner will disqualify due to the certain things, like crossing the lines and 
the rules and regulations. They need to run according to the rules; otherwise they will 
be disqualified from the race. In the days there was the problem of doping. Many were 
caught and disqualified from the race. 

Coming to the spiritual life this was very important thing to observe. Many God servants 
and children were disqualified due to their disobedience. Coming to the life of King Saul, 
he was disqualified and removed from the kingship. 


How Saul Lost the Kingship: Now when Saul first became king, he was humble. But 
after he led the people in many battles and won them, he became proud. One day God sent 
Samuel to tell him, "I am going to punish the people of Amalek for their sins. Go attack the 
Amalekite people and completely destroy them and all that they have. "So Saul called 
together an army and went to fight the Amalekites. God gave the Israelites the victory. But 
Saul did not completely obey God's command. He kept the kings of the Amalekites alive 
and also saved the best sheep and cattle. 

As Saul started home with his army, God told Samuel, "I am sorry I made Saul King; he 
has disobeyed my command." So Samuel went to meet Saul. When Saul saw Samuel, he 
told him, "I have obeyed the Lord's command." Samuel answered, "Then why do I hear 
the sound of cattle and sheep?" Saul said, "The people saved the best to bring home and 
offer as sacrifices to God. We destroyed all the rest." "Stop," said Samuel, "I will tell you 
what God told me last night." "Tell me," said Saul. Samuel said, "God made you king of 
the Israelites and sent you to destroy the Amalekites. Why have you not obeyed him? Why 
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have you taken these things for yourself?" "I did obey God, "Saul answered. "I went out 
like He told me; I captured the king. I killed the other people. It was only the best sheep 


and cattle that we did not destroy. And we brought them here to offer sacrifice to God." 
Samuel said, "Does God like offerings as much as obedience? It is better to obey than to 
sacrifice. It is better to listen than to offer the fat of rams. To God, rebelling against Him is 
just as bad as asking spirits about the future, and being stubborn is as bad as being wicked 
and worshiping false gods. Because you have rejected God's word He has rejected you as 
king." 


Then Saul said, "I have sinned. I disobeyed God. I was afraid of my men and did what they 
wanted. Forgive my sin and go with me so that I can worship God." But Samuel said, "I 
will not go with you. God has rejected you as king of Israel." Then Samuel turned to leave, 
but Saul caught hold of his cloak, and it tore. Samuel said, "God has torn the Kingdom 
away from you and given it to someone who is better than you." Then Saul said, "I have 
sinned. But show me respect in front of the people. Go with me to worship God." So 
Samuel went with Saul. He called for them to bring the king of the Amalekites and killed 
him as God had said to. Then Samuel went home and never went to Saul again as long as 
he lived. 


Samuel was sad because God had rejected Saul. But then God spoke to him and said, "How 
long will you be sad about Saul? I have rejected him as king of Israel. Get some olive oil 
and go to Bethlehem, to a man named Jesse, because I have chosen one of his sons to be 




king." But Samuel said, "If Saul hears about it, he will kill me." God said, "Take a calf to 
offer a sacrifice there, and invite Jesse and his sons." So Samuel did what God said and 


invited Jesse and his sons to the sacrifice. 


When Samuel saw the oldest son of Jesse he said to himself, "This is the man that God has 
chosen." But God told him, "Do not look at how tall and handsome he is. I have rejected 
him. People look at the outside of man, but I look at his heart." When Samuel had looked 
at seven of Jesse's sons, he said, "God has not chosen any of these. Do you have any other 
sons?" "There is still the youngest son," said Jesse, "who is taking care of the sheep." 
"Send for him to come," said Samuel. "We won't offer the sacrifice until he gets here." So 
Jesse sent for David, his youngest son. When he came, God told Samuel, "This is the one- 
anoint him! So Samuel took the olive oil and poured it on David's head here in front of his 
brothers. Then he went back home. It was several years before David actually became king, 
but from that time, God was with him instead of with Saul. 


King Saul was disqualified due to the disobedience, this kind of things were happening even 
in these days. I have seen many God servants and children were disqualified due to the 
disobeying God and His commandments. Some have developed so high in ministry and 
wealth, final fall too deep into the spiritual lives by disqualifying by the living God. Run 
without disqualification is very important thing in the ministry. 




Run without overconfidence 


Not that I have already obtained this or am already perfect, but I press on to make it my 
own, because Christ Jesus has made me his own. Brothers, I do not consider that I have 
made it my own. But one thing I do: forgetting what lies behind and straining forward to 
what lies ahead, I press on toward the goal for the prize of the upward call of God in Christ 

Jesus - Philippians 3:12-14 


Against wealth and overconfidence: But watch yourself! Don’t forget the Lord your 
God by not keeping his commands or his case laws or his regulations that I am 
commanding you right now. When you eat, get full, build nice houses, and settle down, 
and when your herds and your flocks are growing large, your silver and gold are 
multiplying, and everything you have is thriving, don’t become arrogant, forgetting the 
Lord your God: the one who rescued you from Egypt, from the house of slavery; the one 
who led you through this vast and terrifying desert of poisonous snakes and scorpions, of 
cracked ground with no water; the one who made water flow for you out of a hard rock the 
one who fed you manna in the wilderness, which your ancestors had never experienced, in 
order to humble and test you, but in order to do good to you in the end. Don’t think to 
yourself, My own strength and abilities have produced all this prosperity for me. 
Remember the Lord your God! He’s the one who gives you the strength to be prosperous in 
order to establish the covenant he made with your ancestors and that’s how things stand 

right now - Deuteronomy 8:11 - 18

confidence to win, but if they show the over confidence, that makes them to face the 
failure. 

In our elementary school time there was a story which explains about the overconfidence 
very clearly. 

There was the story of running race between the tortoise and the rabbit: One 
day a rabbit was boasting about how fast he could run. He was laughing at the turtle for 
being so slow. Much to the rabbit’s surprise, the turtle challenged him to a race. The rabbit 
thought this was a good joke and accepted the challenge. The fox was to be the umpire of 
the race. As the race began, the rabbit raced way ahead of the turtle, just like everyone 
thought. 
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The rabbit got to the halfway point and could not see the turtle anywhere. He was hot and 
tired and decided to stop and take a short nap. Even if the turtle passed him, he would be 
able to race to the finish line ahead of him. All this time the turtle kept walking step by step 
by step. He never quit no matter how hot or tired he got. He just kept going. 

However, the rabbit slept longer than he had thought and woke up. He could not see the 
turtle anywhere! He went at full-speed to the finish line but found the turtle there waiting 
for him. 

The overconfidence of the rabbit made him to fail in the race. Same way many God’s 
servants and the children were failed in the run in the ministry due to the overconfidence. 
So Run without overconfidence to reach the goal by winning the race. 
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Run to read the word of God 


The Lord answered me: “Write the vision; make it plain on tablets, so he may run who 

reads it - Habakkuk 2:2 

Philip and the Ethiopian; Now an angel 

of the Lord said to Philip, “Go south to the 
road the desert road that goes down from 
Jerusalem to Gaza.” So he started out, and 
on his way he met an Ethiopian eunuch, an 
important official in charge of all the 
treasury of the Kandake (which means 
“queen of the Ethiopians”). This man had 
gone to Jerusalem to worship, and on his 
way home was sitting in his chariot reading 
the Book of Isaiah the prophet. The Spirit told Philip, “Go to that chariot and stay near 
it.” Then Philip ran up to the chariot and heard the man reading Isaiah the prophet. “Do 
you understand what you are reading?” Philip asked. “How can I,” he said, “unless 
someone explains it to me?” So he invited Philip to come up and sit with him. This is the 
passage of Scripture the eunuch was reading: “He was led like a sheep to the slaughter, and 
as a lamb before its shearer is silent, so he did not open his mouth. In his humiliation he 
was deprived of justice. Who can speak of his descendants? For his life was taken from the 
earth.” The eunuch asked Philip, “Tell me, please, who is the prophet talking about, 
himself or someone else?” Then Philip began with that very passage of Scripture and told 
him the good news about Jesus. 
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As they traveled along the road, they came to some water and the eunuch said, “Look, here 
is water. What can stand in the way of my being baptized?” And he gave orders to stop the 
chariot. Then both Philip and the eunuch went down into the water and Philip baptized 
him. When they came up out of the water, the Spirit of the Lord suddenly took Philip 
away, and the eunuch did not see him again, but went on his way rejoicing. Philip, 
however, appeared at Azotus and traveled about, preaching the gospel in all the towns until 

he reached Caesarea - Acts 8:26 - 40

They are running 
towards the un-safe places. In the Old Testament days there were the cities of 
refuge, where the people use to have safe and the shelter. King David also was in the cities 
of refuge some time in his live to protect himself from the king Soul. 





Joshua chapter twenty lists out the six cities: So they appointed Kedesh in Galilee, in the 
mountains of Naphtali, Shechem in the mountains of Ephraim, and Kirjath Arba (which is 
Hebron) in the mountains of Judah. And on the other side of the Jordan, by Jericho 
eastward, they assigned Bezer in the wilderness on the plain, from the tribe of Reuben, 
Ramoth in Gilead, from the tribe of Gad, and Golan in Bashan, from the tribe of Manasseh 

- Joshua Ch.20:7 - 8 
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Kedesh; The first one listed is Kedesh in Galilee in mount Naphtali. Kedesh means to 
sanctify, set apart, consecrate and therefore to make holy. 

Shechem: Shechem in Mount Ephraim. The word Shechem means between the shoulders 
or burden bearer. 

Kirjatharba: Kirjatharba, which is Hebron, in the mountain of Judah. 

Kirjatharba signifies City of the Four which typically points to the Holy City of the Age to 
come. For this Holy City we are told lies foursquare. Hebron means Joining or fellowship. 
So through Christ, a believer is inducted into the Foursquare city of the future, and 
enjoying Fellowship with the Father and the Son. 

Bezer; Bezer in the wilderness upon the plain out of the tribe of Reuben. Bezer signifies a 

fortified place and reuben is an exclaimation: See son! So protection is afforded for those 
who clearly see and understand the relationship of the Father and Son in its bearing. 

Ramoth: Ramoth in Gilead out of the tribe of Gad. The word Ramoth is derived from 

raam signifying to be high, raised up, exalted. Gilead is derived from the word signifying, 
The Heap of Witness and Gad is company. So the name of this city promises elevation with 
the company of witnesses to the truth. 
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Golan: Golan in Bashan out of the tribe of Manasseh. Golan is said to be derived from 


Galah, to Remove, Deliver or Pass away. It could also be derived from gai signifying To 


rejoice. So it is rejoicing through deliverance. 


Running towards the safe places were very important for the God’s children in any time. If 


we go through the life of Lot, he chose the place where there was no safe for him and to his 


family. 






Lot looked around and saw that the whole plain of the Jordan toward Zoar was well 
watered, like the garden of the LORD, like the land of Egypt. (This was before the LORD 
destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah.) - Genesis 13:10 



oming to my life and ministry, what all we have learned from our father, was to 
^"*^ keep ourselves away from the evil doing people. That made us to go towards the safe 
places to have safe and the peaceful life. There were the situations where our close 
relatives were involved in the criminal activities, which led them to go for the prison and 
some to flee from the country. Through our father’s teachings we kept distance with them 
that made us to have the safe life. What we have learned in our life through our father’s 
teachings, to run towards the safe places where we can stand as the living witness to the 
living God. 
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Run willfully 


“Come what may,” he said, “I will run.” So he said to him, “Run.” Then Ahimaaz ran by 
the way of the plain, and outran the Cushite - 2 Samuel 18:23 



Run willfully: Consider it pure joy, my brothers and sisters, whenever you face trials of 
many kinds, because you know that the testing of your faith produces perseverance. Let 
perseverance finish its work so that you may be mature and complete, not lacking 
anything. If any of you lacks wisdom, you should ask God, who gives generously to all 
without finding fault, and it will be given to you. But when you ask, you must believe and 
not doubt, because the one who doubts is like a wave of the sea, blown and tossed by the 
wind. That person should not expect to receive anything from the Lord. Such a person is 
double-minded and unstable in all they do. Believers in humble circumstances ought to 
take pride in their high position. But the rich should take pride in their humiliation — since 
they will pass away like a wild flower. For the sun rises with scorching heat and withers 
the plant; its blossom falls and its beauty is destroyed. In the same way, the rich will fade 
away even while they go about their business.

^ ^ ^ evidences of horses ridden in warfare date from Eurasia between 4000 and 3000 BC. 

A Sumerian illustration of warfare from 2500 BC depicts some type of equine pulling 
wagons. By 1600 BC, improved harness and chariot designs made chariot warfare common 
throughout the Ancient Near East, and the earliest written training manual for war horses 
was a guide for training chariot horses written about 1350 BC. As formal cavalry tactics 
replaced the chariot, so did new training methods, and by 360 BC, the Greek cavalry 
officer Xenophon had written an extensive treatise on horsemanship. The effectiveness of 
horses in battle was also revolutionized by improvements in technology, including the 
invention of the saddle, the stirrup, and later, the horse collar. 

Many different types and sizes of horse were used in war, depending on the form of 
warfare. The type used varied with whether the horse was being ridden or driven, and 
whether they were being used for reconnaissance, cavalry charges, raiding, 
communication, or supply. Throughout history, mules and donkeys as well as horses played 
a crucial role in providing support to armies in the field. 

Horses were well suited to the warfare tactics of the nomadic cultures from the steppes of 
Central Asia. Several East Asian cultures made extensive use of cavalry and chariots. 
Muslim warriors relied upon light cavalry in their campaigns throughout North Africa, 
Asia, and Europe beginning in the 7th and 8th centuries AD. Europeans used several types 
of war horses in the Middle Ages, and the best-known heavy cavalry warrior of the period 
was the armored knight. With the decline of the knight and rise of gunpowder in warfare, 
light cavalry again rose to prominence, used in both European warfare and in the conquest 
of the Americas. Battle cavalry developed to take on a multitude of roles in the late 18th 




century and early 19th century and was often crucial for victory in the Napoleonic wars. In 
the Americas, the use of horses and development of mounted warfare tactics were learned 
by several tribes of indigenous people and in turn, highly mobile horse regiments were 
critical in the American Civil War. 


Horse cavalry began to be phased out after World War I in favor of tank warfare, though a 
few horse cavalry units were still used into World War II, especially as scouts. By the end 
of World War II, horses were seldom seen in battle, but were still used extensively for the 
transport of troops and supplies. Today, formal battle ready horse cavalry units have 
almost disappeared, though the United States Army Special Forces used horses in battle 
during the 2001 invasion of Afghanistan. Horses are still seen in use by organized armed 
fighters in Third World countries. Many nations still maintain small units of mounted 
riders for patrol and reconnaissance, and military horse units are also used for ceremonial 
and educational purposes. Horses are also used for historical reenactment of battles, law 
enforcement, and in equestrian competitions derived from the riding and training skills 
once used by the military.

He ridiculed the Jews, and in the presence of 
his associates and the army of Samaria, he said, “What are those feeble Jews doing? Will 
they restore their wall? Will they offer sacrifices? Will they finish in a day? Can they bring 
the stones back to life from those heaps of rubble burned as they are?” Tobiah the 
Ammonite, who was at his side, said, “What they are building — even a fox climbing up on 
it would break down their wall of stones!” Hear us, our God, for we are despised. Turn 
their insults back on their own heads. Give them over as plunder in a land of captivity. Do 
not cover up their guilt or blot out their sins from your sight, for they have thrown insults 
in the face of the builders. So we rebuilt the wall till all of it reached half its height, for the 
people worked with all their heart. But when Sanballat, Tobiah, the Arabs, the Ammonites 
and the people of Ashdod heard that the repairs to Jerusalem’s walls had gone ahead and 
that the gaps were being closed, they were very angry. They all plotted together to come 
and fight against Jerusalem and stir up trouble against it. But we prayed to our God and 
posted a guard day and night to meet this threat. Meanwhile, the people in Judah said, 
“The strength of the laborers is giving out, and there is so much rubble that we cannot 
rebuild the wall.” Also our enemies said, “Before they know it or see us, we will be right 
there among them and will kill them and put an end to the work.” Then the Jews who 
lived near them came and told us ten times over, “Wherever you turn, they will attack us.” 
Therefore I stationed some of the people behind the lowest points of the wall at the exposed 
places, posting them by families, with their swords, spears and bows. After I looked things 
over, I stood up and said to the nobles, the officials and the rest of the people “Don’t be 
afraid of them. Remember the Lord, who is great and awesome, and fight for your families, 
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your sons and your daughters, your wives and your homes.” When our enemies heard that 
we were aware of their plot and that God had frustrated it, we all returned to the wall, each 
to our own work. From that day on, half of my men did the work, while the other half were 
equipped with spears, shields, bows and armor. The officers posted themselves behind all 
the people of Judah who were building the wall. Those who carried materials did their 
work with one hand and held a weapon in the other, and each of the builders wore his 
sword at his side as he worked. But the man who sounded the trumpet stayed with me. 
Then I said to the nobles, the officials and the rest of the people, “The work is extensive and 
spread out, and we are widely separated from each other along the wall. Wherever you 
hear the sound of the trumpet, join us there. Our God will fight for us!” So we continued 
the work with half the men holding spears, from the first light of dawn till the stars came 
out. At that time I also said to the people, “Have every man and his helper stay inside 
Jerusalem at night, so they can serve us as guards by night and as workers by day.” 
Neither I nor my brothers nor my men nor the guards with me took off our clothes; each 
had his weapon, even when he went for water - Nehemiah 4 


Here we can see the perseverance of the Israelites was made them success to stand. Unless 
they have the kind of perseverance, it’s very difficult to construct the wall one side and in 
the other side fight with enemy.

blessed, and as producing very desirable results. In it is our hope, our strength, our safety, 
and our help. But what does trust mean? It does not mean carelessness or indifference. Just 
to let things go and say, "Oh, I guess it will come out all right," is not trusting. Just drifting 
heedlessly with the tide is not trust. Neglect is not trust. Trust is something positive. It is a 
real something, not a mere happen-so or maybe-so. It is a definite attitude of soul and 
mind, a realization of our own need and of God's sufficiency. It is the reaching out and 
anchoring of ourselves in God. The soul who really trusts is not driven about by every 
wind. The waves beat against him as they beat against the anchored ship, but they cannot 
dash him upon the rocks; for he who trusts in God is strong, because he has the strength of 
God. Trust does not mean shutting our eyes to facts. There is no such thing as "blind 
faith." Trust looks at things as they are. It sees the dangers that threaten, and assesses 
them at their true value. It sees the need, and does not try to disguise it. It sees the 
difficulties, and does not discount them. But seeing all this, it looks beyond and sees God, 
its all-sufficient help. It sees him greater than the needs or the dangers or the difficulties, 
and it does not shrink before them. There is no fear in trust: the two are opposites. When 
we really fear, we are not fully trusting. When we trust, fear gives way to assurance. Fear is 
tormenting. How many there is who are constantly agitated by fear! They fear the devil, 
trials, temptations, the wind, lightning, burglars, and a thousand other things. Their days 
are haunted by fear of this thing or that. Their peace is marred and their hearts are 
troubled. For all this, trust is the cure. I do not mean to say that if you trust, nothing will 
ever startle you or frighten you, or that you will never feel physical fear in time of danger; 
but in such times trust will bring to us a consciousness that the Lord knows and cares, and 
that his helping presence is with us. 
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hen John Wesley was crossing the Atlantic from England to America to become a 
W missionary to the Indians, the ship on which he was sailing encountered a terrible 
storm. It seemed that those on board would be lost. Many were much alarmed and 
were in deep distress. Wesley himself was one of this numbers. In the midst of the storm his 
attention was attracted to some Moravians who sat calm and undisturbed by the dangers 
about them. Wesley greatly wondered at their untroubled appearance. He inquired why it 
was. Their reply was that they were trusting in the Lord and that they had in their souls 
the consciousness of his protecting presence and care. They felt no fear because there was 
nothing threatening that a Christian had need to fear. Mr. Wesley did not have such an 
experience, but what he learned from those simple-hearted people caused him to seek a 
similar experience. 
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There is no worry in trust: When we worry about anything, we have not committed it 
to God. Trust takes away the anxiety. So many people use up a large portion of their 
energy in worry. There is always something troubling them. Their days and nights are full 
of anxiety. Worrying becomes a fixed habit with them. Peace and calmness and assurance 
find but little room in their lives. The cure for all this is trust. Trust brings confidence. 
Trust whispers to our souls that there is no cause to worry. It tells us that God holds the 
helm of our vessel. It bids us to be of good courage, assuring us that God is our refuge and 
strength, that our lives and all are in his hands, and that he will work out for us the things 
that are best. O soul, stop worrying, and trust. It is so much better. If you find yourself 
worried then stop right there. Take your eyes off the things that trouble you; look up, and 
keep looking up till you see God and his infinite care for you. Remember that when you 
worry you are not trusting and that when you trust you are not worrying. Worry 
depresses, discourages, and weakens. It never helps us in any way. It is always a hindrance 
to us. God wants to bring into our lives a peaceful calm like that of a summer evening. He 
would have us without anxiety, as care-free as the birds or the lilies. It is trust that brings 
us this experience. Will you not learn to trust? "Casting all your care on him; for He care 
you." 

There is no murmuring in trust: When all is trusted into God's hands, it brings to us a 

feeling of satisfaction concerning God's dealings with us. We can sing from our hearts, 
"God's way is best; I will not murmur." When we trust, it is easy to praise. When we trust, 
the heart is full of thankful appreciation. If you are inclined to murmur, it is because you 
do not trust. 
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There is no feeling of bitterness when things do not go as we think they should, if we are 
trusting. Bitterness comes from rebellion, and there is no rebellion in trust. Trust can 
always say, "Not my will, but thine, be done." In trust there is peace, the peace of God 
which passeth understanding. There is calm in the soul of him who trusts. There is no 
doubt in trust, for doubt is swallowed up in assurance, and assurance brings calmness and 
peace. Trusting brings confidence. It permits us to see God in his true character. It causes 
us to realize the greatness and tenderness of his love. It gives us a consciousness of his 
might, and through it we are sheltered under his wings. By it our enemies lose their power; 
our dangers, their terrors. We have a consciousness of safety, and that brings rest. He has 
said, "Ye shall find rest unto your souls." He who trusts finds this soul-rest. God has not 
given us turmoil and trouble. He has said, "In me ye shall have peace"; and again, "My 
peace I give unto you." Are not these precious promises? Are they true in your life? God 
means that they shall be. Trust will make them real to you. They never can be real until 
you learn to trust. Trust is the root that upholds and nourishes the tree of Christian life. It 
is trust that causes it to blossom and to bring forth fruit, and the more fully you trust, the 
greater and richer and more profuse will be the fruits of your righteousness. Trust implies 
submission. Very often God fails to do things for us because we do not permit him to. We 
want to plan for ourselves. We want things to be done in the way that seems best to our 
finite wisdom. 


For it is God who works in you to will and to act in order to fulfill his good purpose - 

Philippians 2: 13 
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If your life is submitted to him, he will work in you to will as well as to do. He will help to 
do the planning as well as the working out. He will aid you in the choosing, no less than in 
the doing. If you cannot submit to him thus, you have not reached the place where you can 
trust. You must first learn to take your hands off yourself and off circumstances; then trust 
will be natural and easy. How can you trust him if you are not willing for him to do just as 
it pleases him? When you have submitted all and he has his way fully with you, then the 
blessed fruitfulness of trust will come into your life. Trust also implies obedience. It means 
working with God to produce the results. We cannot sit down and fold our hands in 
idleness and expect things to work them out. We must be workers, not shirkers. The man 
who prays for a bountiful harvest but prepares no ground and plants no seed will pray in 
vain. Faith and works must go together. We must permit God to direct our efforts and 
command our efforts. We must be willing to work when he wants us to work and in the 
way he wants us to work. Our attempts to trust will amount to nothing if we are not willing 
to obey. Right here is the secret of many people's trouble; they are willing to obey so long 
as the thing commanded is what they themselves would choose, but when it is otherwise 
they are not so ready. Our obedience must be full and willing, or we cannot trust. 

Trust implies patience. Even God cannot work everything out immediately. We are told 
that 


You need to persevere so that when you have done the will of God, you will receive what he 

has promised - Hebrews 10: 36 
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So many times we want the answers to our prayers right away. If they do not come thus, we 
grow impatient and think God is not going to answer. There is no use trying to hurry the 
Lord; we shall only hinder him if we do. He will not work according to our plans, but 


according to his own. Time does not matter so much to the eternal One as it does to us. 



Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego trusted God, and the fiery furnace could not even singe 


their garments. 




Daniel trusted God, and the hungry lions could not touch him. Many thousands of others 
have trusted God with similar results. 


Trusting God is an active, positive thing; A passive submission or surrender to 
circumstances is not trust. Trusting the Lord to save us means to definitely rely on him to 
do it; to confidently expect that he will do it. This leads directly to the confident trust that 
he does do it. It brings the conscious assurance that it is an accomplished fact. We are not 
left to doubt, to hope, or to guess; but we have a positive trust that brings a positive result. 
The same is true of sanctification. A positive faith brings a positive experience; and so long 
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as our faith remains positive, the experience remains positive. It is only when faith begins 
to waver and doubts appearing that the experience becomes uncertain. If you will maintain 
a positive faith, God will take care of your experience. Here lies the secret of continuous 
victory. There may be conflicts, but faith is the foundation of sure victory. 


Trusting the Lord for healing: People, who do not trust in God at all, will refuse to 
use medicine. They may at no time during their sickness really exercise an act of faith for 
healing. They simply surrender to existing conditions and hope that it will come out all 
right. In many such cases nature will overcome the disease, and the person will recover. 
The “prayer of faith,” however, is positive; it saves the sick; it brings healing. Sometimes 
the sick person, because of the mental effects of his sickness, is not able to exercise faith; 
but when he is able, faith will be an active, positive thing with him, if the desired results are 
to follow. 


It is safe to trust in the Lord. Isaiah says, 

Surely God is my salvation; I will trust and not be afraid. The Lord, the Lord himself, is 
my strength and my defense; he has become my salvation - Isaiah 12: 2 


That is the way God wants us to trust. He would have us be confident in him. But 
sometimes we get to looking at circumstances, and they loom up so threateningly before us 
that in spite of ourselves we tremble and shrink before them. We believe that God will take 
care of us and help us, but we cannot quiet our fears. Our feelings are very much as they 
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are when we stand just outside the bars of the cage of a ferocious wild beast. We know it 


cannot reach us; we know we are safe from those powerful teeth and claws; but still we 
cannot help having a feeling that we should not have were we somewhere else. When he 
comes to our side of the cage, we shrink involuntarily, but still we trust the iron bars and 
do not run away. 


The Psalmist tells us what to do when we have such fears. 

Whenever I am afraid, I will trust in You. In God (I will praise His word), In God I have 
put my trust; I will not fear. What can flesh do to me?- Psalm .56: 3-4 


Still keep trusting. God will not hide you for the fears you cannot help, but only for those 
that come from unbelief. Trust in God. It is the safest thing you have ever done; and he will 
never fail you.

Eli’s Wicked Sons: Eli’s sons were scoundrels; they had no regard for the Lord. Now it 
was the practice of the priests that, whenever any of the people offered a sacrifice, the 
priest’s servant would come with a three-pronged fork in his hand while the meat was 
being boiled and would plunge the fork into the pan or kettle or caldron or pot. Whatever 
the fork brought up the priest would take for himself. This is how they treated all the 
Israelites who came to Shiloh. But even before the fat was burned, the priest’s servant 
would come and say to the person who was sacrificing, “Give the priest some meat to roast; 
he won’t accept boiled meat from you, but only raw.” If the person said to him, “Let the fat 
be burned first, and then take whatever you want,” the servant would answer, “No, hand it 
over now; if you don’t, I’ll take it by force.” This sin of the young men was very great in the 
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Lord’s sight, for they were treating the Lord’s offering with contempt. But Samuel was 
ministering before the Lord a boy wearing a linen ephod. Each year his mother made him a 
little robe and took it to him when she went up with her husband to offer the annual 
sacrifice. Eli would bless Elkanah and his wife, saying, “May the Lord give you children by 
this woman to take the place of the one she prayed for and gave to the Lord.” Then they 
would go home. And the Lord was gracious to Hannah; she gave birth to three sons and 
two daughters. Meanwhile, the boy Samuel grew up in the presence of the Lord. Now Eli, 
who was very old, heard about everything his sons were doing to all Israel and how they 
slept with the women who served at the entrance to the tent of meeting. So he said to them, 
“Why do you do such things? I hear from all the people about these wicked deeds of yours. 

No, my sons; the report I hear spreading among the Lord’s people is not good. If one 
person sins against another, God may mediate for the offender; but if anyone sins against 
the Lord, who will intercede for them?” His sons, however, did not listen to their father’s 
rebuke, for it was the Lord’s will to put them to death - 1 Samuel 2:12 - 25 


The un-worthy lives of the Eli’s children were disturbed the Godly atmosphere in those 
days. For that reason God did not spoke to the God’s servants in those days. 


Every God’s servant and children must live worthy for the sake of the living. To live 
worthy, we need to surrender totally to the God in every area of the life. Once we 
surrender to Him totally, He will lead us and guide us in every situation in the life. When 
we please God through our lives, there we can keep the worthy life.

The most important 
thing I have learned from was, when he was on the work, he never bothered for food. As I 
was a young man I use to think about food. But after finishing the work only, he uses to 
have the food. Some time that may be too late to eat. When I questioned him, he said work 
is first, let you’re not a hindrance for the God’s work. That lesson made me as the strong 
vessel for the living God. Perseverance to overtake the hunger I there in all my life, there 
were the situations where I have not taken food for some days.

“Let us go through the life and the history of King Uzziah to know some facts of leaving the 

hand of God” 

Uzziah King of Judah; Then all the people of Judah took Uzziah, who was sixteen years 
old, and made him king in place of his father Amaziah. He was the one who rebuilt Elath 
and restored it to Judah after Amaziah rested with his ancestors. Uzziah was sixteen years 
old when he became king, and he reigned in Jerusalem fifty-two years. His mother’s name 
was Jekoliah; she was from Jerusalem. He did what was right in the eyes of the Lord, just 
as his father Amaziah had done. He sought God during the days of Zechariah, who 
instructed him in the fear of God. As long as he sought the Lord, God gave him success . He 
went to war against the Philistines and broke down the walls of Gath, Jabneh and Ashdod. 
He then rebuilt towns near Ashdod and elsewhere among the Philistines. God helped him 
against the Philistines and against the Arabs who lived in Gur Baal and against the 
Meunites. The Ammonites brought tribute to Uzziah, and his fame spread as far as the 
border of Egypt, because he had become very powerful. Uzziah built towers in Jerusalem 
at the Corner Gate, at the Valley Gate and at the angle of the wall, and he fortified them. 
He also built towers in the wilderness and dug many cisterns, because he had much 
livestock in the foothills and in the plain. He had people working his fields and vineyards in 
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the hills and in the fertile lands, for he loved the soil. Uzziah had a well-trained army, ready 


to go out by divisions according to their numbers as mustered by Jeiel the secretary and 
Maaseiah the officer under the direction of Hananiah, one of the royal officials. The total 
number of family leaders over the fighting men was 2,600. Under their command was an 
army of 307,500 men trained for war, a powerful force to support the king against his 
enemies. Uzziah provided shields, spears, helmets, coats of armor, bows and slingstones for 
the entire army. In Jerusalem he made devices invented for use on the towers and on the 
corner defenses so that soldiers could shoot arrows and hurl large stones from the walls. 
His fame spread far and wide, for he was greatly helped until he became powerful. But 
after Uzziah became powerful, his pride led to his downfall . He was unfaithful to the Lord 
his God, and entered the temple of the Lord to burn incense on the altar of incense. 
Azariah the priest with eighty other courageous priests of the Lord followed him in. They 
confronted King Uzziah and said, “It is not right for you, Uzziah, to burn incense to the 
Lord. That is for the priests, the descendants of Aaron, who have been consecrated to burn 
incense. Leave the sanctuary, for you have been unfaithful; and you will not be honored by 
the Lord God.” Uzziah, who had a censer in his hand ready to burn incense, became angry. 
While he was raging at the priests in their presence before the incense altar in the Lord’s 
temple, leprosy broke out on his forehead. When Azariah the chief priest and all the other 
priests looked at him, they saw that he had leprosy on his forehead, so they hurried him 
out. Indeed, he himself was eager to leave, because the Lord had afflicted him. King Uzziah 
had leprosy until the day he died. He lived in a separate house leprous, and banned from 
the temple of the Lord. Jotham his son had charge of the palace and governed the people of 
the land. The other events of Uzziah’s reign, from beginning to end, are recorded by the 





prophet Isaiah son of Amoz. Uzziah rested with his ancestors and was buried near them in 
a cemetery that belonged to the kings, for people said, “He had leprosy.” And Jotham his 


son succeeded him as king - 2 Chronicles 26 

ing Uzziah was blessed as long as the hand of the God was with him. In these days 
J^^also God was with His servants and the children as long as the hold the hand of 
Him. If we think about the little boy who holds the hand of the father, he feels no 
fear as his hand was in the hand of father. If the hand of the father gives so energy and the 
braveness, how much the hand of God will strengthen us? Many people ignore this fact and 
relay on their own strength and face the failures in the life and ministry. One must be 
perseverance to hold the hand of God to live for Him as the living vessel.

n the Bible, God does indeed call people some people, at least to particular work, and 
gives all people various kinds of guidance for their work. We will explore biblical 
accounts of these “calls” in depth. Although scripture seldom actually uses the word “call” 
to describe God's guidance to jobs, occupations, or tasks, these occurrences in the Bible do 
correspond to what we usually mean by a vocational “calling.” So, as a preliminary answer, 
we can say “yes,” God does lead people to particular jobs, occupations, and types of work. 


But in the Bible, the concept of calling goes deeper than any one aspect of life, such as 
work. God calls people to become united with him in every aspect of life. This can only 
occur as a response to Christ’s call to follow him. The calling to follow Christ lies at the 
root of every other calling. It is important, however, not to confuse a calling to follow 
Christ with a calling to become a professional church worker. People in every walk of life 
are called to follow Christ with equal depth and commitment.

Listen then to what the parable of the sower means: When anyone hears the message 
about the kingdom and does not understand it, the evil one comes and snatches away what 
was sown in their heart. This is the seed sown along the path. The seed falling on rocky 
ground refers to someone who hears the word and at once receives it with joy. But since 
they have no root, they last only a short time. When trouble or persecution comes because 
of the word, they quickly fall away. The seed falling among the thorns refers to someone 
who hears the word, but the worries of this life and the deceitfulness of wealth choke the 
word, making it unfruitful.

They preached the gospel in that city and won a large number of disciples. Then they 
returned to Lystra, Iconium and Antioch, strengthening the disciples and encouraging 
them to remain true to the faith.

Such people receive this crown for the 
sacrifices they were willing to make for God in order to successfully complete the call and 
mission God had called them to do. 


Do you not know that in a race all the runners run, but only one gets the prize? Run in 
such a way as to get the prize. Everyone who competes in the games goes into strict 
training. They do it to get a crown that will not last, but we do it to get a crown that will 

last forever - 1 Corinthians 9:24-25 
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The crown of rejoicing: Those who faithfully are witnesses to the saving grace of God 

and leads souls to Jesus. This crown has also been named the soul winner's crown. It seems 
to indicate here that God will be giving a crown to those who have been witnessing to 
others and leading people to Christ.

And Ruth the Moabite 
said to Naomi, “Let me go to the fields and pick up the leftover grain behind anyone in 
whose eyes I find favor.” Naomi said to her, “Go ahead, my daughter.” So she went out, 
entered a field and began to glean behind the harvesters. As it turned out, she was working 
in a field belonging to Boaz, who was from the clan of Elimelek. Just then Boaz arrived 
from Bethlehem and greeted the harvesters, “The Lord be with you!” “The Lord bless 
you!” they answered. Boaz asked the overseer of his harvesters, “Who does that young 
woman belong to?” The overseer replied, “She is the Moabite who came back from Moab 
with Naomi. She said, ‘Please let me glean and gather among the sheaves behind the 
harvesters.’ She came into the field and has remained here from morning till now, except 
for a short rest in the shelter.” So Boaz said to Ruth, “My daughter, listen to me. Don’t go 
and glean in another field and don’t go away from here. Stay here with the women who 
work for me. Watch the field where the men are harvesting, and follow along after the 
women. I have told the men not to lay a hand on you. And whenever you are thirsty, go and 
get a drink from the water jars the men have filled.” At this, she bowed down with her face 
to the ground. She asked him, “Why have I found such favor in your eyes that you notice 
me a foreigner?” Boaz replied, “I’ve been told all about what you have done for your 
mother-in-law since the death of your husband how you left your father and mother and 
your homeland and came to live with a people you did not know before. May the Lord 
repay you for what you have done. May you be richly rewarded by the Lord, the God of 
Israel, under whose wings you have come to take refuge.” “May I continue to find favor in 
your eyes, my lord,” she said. “You have put me at ease by speaking kindly to your 
servant — though I do not have the standing of one of your servants.” At mealtime Boaz 
said to her, “Come over here. Have some bread and dip it in the wine vinegar.” When she 
sat down with the harvesters, he offered her some roasted grain. She ate all she wanted and 
had some left over. As she got up to glean, Boaz gave orders to his men, “Let her gather 
among the sheaves and don’t reprimand her. Even pull out some stalks for her from the 
bundles and leave them for her to pick up, and don’t rebuke her.” So Ruth gleaned in the 
field until evening. Then she threshed the barley she had gathered, and it amounted to 
about an ephah. She carried it back to town, and her mother-in-law saw how much she 
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had gathered. Ruth also brought out and gave her what she had left over after she had 
eaten enough. Her mother-in-law asked her, “Where did you glean today? Where did you 
work? Blessed be the man who took notice of you!” Then Ruth told her mother-in-law 
about the one at whose place she had been working. “The name of the man I worked with 
today is Boaz,” she said. “The Lord bless him!” Naomi said to her daughter-in-law. “He 
has not stopped showing his kindness to the living and the dead.” She added, “That man is 
our close relative; he is one of our guardian-redeemers. Then Ruth the Moabite said, “He 
even said to me, ‘Stay with my workers until they finish harvesting all my grain.’” Naomi 
said to Ruth her daughter-in-law, “It will be good for you, my daughter, to go with the 
women who work for him, because in someone else’s field you might be harmed.”
